Baker appeared in his delegation 


within a few minutes after their re- 
turn and pleaded with them not to 
vote for him. He argued with indi- 
vidual delegates against the plan 
they decided on of going to him aad 
then possibly to Pomerene. 


"It -would be bad for Ohio," Baker 


pleaded. 'It would give-the impres- 
sion that Ohio would accept only an 
Ohio candidate. Don't simply go 
from one favorite son to another." 


In withdrawing Ralston's name, 


Taggart said':

Taggart's announcement was fol-

votes to McAdoo and ten to Smith.

The de- 
legation will go: Davis, 10; Glass, 
10; Cox, 12 and the remaining 16 
scattered. 


When the 
Ohio delegation re- 


turned to the floor it was learned 
they had decided to throw their 48 
votes on the next two ballots to New- 
ton D. Baker. 
If it brings a good

If Pomerene's trial brings no re-

The Ohio delegation cast fortly-

This report places Lin- 
coln's infant death rate at fifty-four, 
which means that fifty-four out of 
every 1,000 born during 1923, died 
within their first year.

third with eighty-one; Grand Island 
fourth with eighty-nine; and North 
Platte fifth with ninety-six. 
The 


average for these five cities is sixty-

COOLIDGE SAYS IT HAS RAISED 


U. S. TO GREATNESS. 


Tells National Education Associa- 


tion America Must Maintain 


Expanding Power of 


Production. 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—Success- 


ul business has been the principal 
actor in raising the nation to its 
iresent greatness, President Cool- 
dge today told the convention of 
he National Education association 
a a Fourth of July address. 


Not only is America's present for- 


une due to the development of busi- 
ness, "but we must maintain an ex- 
panding power of production if that 
velfare is to be increased," declared 
Mr. Coolidge. 


The president paid warm tributes 


.0 education and the country's early 
eaders. 
The leaders, he said, gave 


.he nation an inspired form of gov- 
jrnmen tand sacred traditions. Edu- 
cation protected the people's liber- 
ties and fostered 
social 
progress. 


But it was business to which he 
pointed as the key to the country's 
jrogress. 


"To provide for that human wel- 


;are which was the cherished hope 
of the declaration of independence 
and the well wrought out plan of the 
federal constitution, it was necessary 
to develop the material resources of 
our country," he said. 


"There had to be created the in- 


struments with which to minister to 
the well bwlng of the people. 


"It was ouly UB this 
work 
WHS 


accomplUhed. as these instruments 
were 
provided, 
these 
properties 


built, and these possessions accumu- 
lated, that there could bw a reduction 
in the hours of labor, an Increase in 
the rewards of 
employment, and 


a general betterment In those mate- 
rial conditions which 
result 
in 
a 


higher standard of living. 


•The leisure for culture had to be 


secured in this way. We are begin- 
ning to see that the economic devel- 
opment of our country was not only 
necessary for advancing the welfare 
of the people but that we must main- 
tain an expending power of produc- 
tion if that welfare is 
to 
be in- 


creased. Business makes a most 
valuable contribution to human pro- 
gress." 
The country's development has 


been dependent upon legislation, he 
said. 
'.'The people themselves have in 


the past, as they must in the future, 
to a vary large degree, work out 
their own salvation without the in- 
terposition of the government. The 
government can supply no substitute 
for enterprise." 
Mr. Coolidge carefully refrained 


from 
commenting upon political 


affairs. Aside from his reference to 
the slight bearing of legislation upon 
the country's prosperity, which was 
intrepreted as a shot at congress, 
he kept clear 
of current contro- 


versial questions. 


At one point he shattered a pop- 


ular illusion. He said he had had 
his early education in "the little one 
room country school," but stated his 
belief that the modern tendency to 
combine country schools in consoli- 
dated units was preferable.

INGE the institution of the "safe and sane, 


Fourth of July" we have found fewer and 
fewei- accidents on this day of celebration. 
Not so many years ago the papeVs on July 5th 


carried a terrifying death toll resulting from pistols, 
fire crackers, guns and other fireworks. „ 


One ol the most common and most heart-rend/- 


ing accidents of this national day was the pistol 
wound, followed by tetanus or lock-jaw. It is not 
the wound caused by the pistol shot which brings 
on tetanus. It is the dirt that enters the wound that 
carries the infecting agent.

Mr. Dawos made a brilliant speech 


before the state senate committee 
on railroad's on February 25. 1891, 
when it was considering a maximum 
rate bill. This speech is preserved 
in full in a volume of his essays 
and speeches that Mr. Dawes com- 
piled and printed in 1915. 
The year 


before the state board of transporta- 
tion, made up of state officers who 
mainly owed their placed to the po- 
litical favors of the railroads, had 
tried to stop the clamor that Dawes 
and other had raised for a reduction 
of local rates, by calling upon the 
Burlington for a statement of its 
earnings, and accepting its 
state- 


ment that it had made but 5.09 per 
cent the previous 
year, declared 


there was no justification for order- 
ing a reduction of rates. 


Mr. Dawes proceeded to show 


from the records that the road was 
built largely from the proceeds of 
bond sales, land grants and aid 
bonds voted by cities, counties and 
townships. 
He showed they were 


actually earning 22 per cent on the 
money contributed from all sources. 
The bill failed of passage by one 
vote, railroad lobbyists kidnapping a 
populist member of the senate and 
keeping him away until after the bill 
had failed of passage. 
Two years 


later the populist legislature passed 
a maximum rate bill. 


Mr. Dawes had previously dipped 


strenuously into nolitics. With other 
anti-monopoly republicans, as they 
were then known, he called a con- 
vention that met in Lincoln in May, 
1S90 for the purpose of taking steps 
toward off the threatened populist 
invasion of politics. 
They adopted 


a platform prepared in part by Mr.

Ives to fight corporate control of 
- republican party and to abolish. 
• practice of proxies to delegates 
conventions.

lar state convention, and altho the 
men named there for tsate offices 
v/ere declared elected, it was the 
entering wedge for the final destruc- 
tion of railroad control in politics a 
decade later.

The child is not unique 


in lacking a sense of humor about 
himself. We find this lack in people 
of all ages, and those who can most 
readily see a joke on other people 
are the quickest 
10 become 
very 


angry when the joke is at their own 
expense. 


The thing, however, which makes 


teasing a child extremely unfair is 
that the child is probably not capable 
of answering back and is certainly 
not permitted to do so. 
Many peo- 


ple seem to think that they have a 
right to take advantage of this fact, 
aud tease a child for this reason 
when they would not dare to taese 
an adult. 


They seem to think that a child 


has no feeling and will tell you that 
they are too young to be made un- 
happy by any such litiie thing 
as 


teasing. 
Yet I have seen an expres- 


sion of absolute suffering come over 
a child's 
face 
while 
its 
doting 


mother or father tells some 
ac- 


quaintance some wrong word or ex- 
pression used by the child, or some 
question that has 
been 
seriously 


asked and which they consider ex- 
tremely funny. 
To 
an adult it is, 


perhaps, a small thing: to the child 
it is at that moment tragically im- 


portant. 
A child's sensitiveness is 


very highly developed and many ol 
the" 
qualities which later 
on 
may 


tend to protect him from thai sensi- 
tiveness have not as yet developed. 
Consequently he is humiliated and 
hurt by what is sometimes called in- 
nocent teasing. 


I can remember Uio ease of a little 


girl and her bachelor uncle which 
illustrates how 
important 
teasing 


can become in the miud of a child. 
This uncle really 
loved 
the little 


girl very much but seemed to think 
that the way to gain her affection 
was to teasr- her incessantly. 
The 


child grew to dread his visits to a 
point where she had to be almost 
forced by her parents even to se*> 
him. 
In fact it made such an im- 


pression on her youthful mind that 
even later, when she grew to under- 
stand him, lhat curious subconscious 
feeling was never 
eliminated. The 


impressions of childhood are deeper 
and more lasting than any impres- 
sions gained in later years. 


The only kind of teasing that is 


any good for a child is teasing from 
another child. 
The reason for this 


is that there they are on an equal 
plane; they can tease back. 
A cer- 


tain amount of this kind of teasing 
is actuallv of benefit. I believe. None 
of us must take ourselves so serious- 
ly that we 
cannot 
stand 
a little 


liumor at our own expense, and the 
teasing of a brother or "an intimate 
friend cannot do a child much harm. 
But it is my belief that this should 
be left entirely to the child's equal 
and 
never 
done 
by the 
people 


against whom the child is helpless 
to retort.
